proposición 66, que se votará el 
2 de noviembre, busca enmen- 
dar la controvertida “ley de los 
tres fallos” por la que se ha con- 
denado hasta a 25 años de cárcel 
a personas que han acumulado 
tres delitos menores, en su 
mayoría hispanos y negros. 

La llamada “ley de los tres 
fallos” se originó en junio de 
1992, cuando la joven Kimberly 
Reynolds fue asesinada por dos 
personas que contaban en sus 
historiales con delitos pasados. 

Por tal motivo, en 1994, su 
padre, Mike Reynolds, impulsó 
la iniciativa “Three Strikes and 
You're Out” (Tres fallas y estás 
fuera), la cual fue aprobada por 
más del 70 por ciento de los 
votantes de California ese 
mismo año como la Proposición 
184. 

Con la 184, cuando la per- 
sona comete el tercer delito, 
automáticamente recibe una 
sentencia de 25 años de cárcel o 
de por vida. Pero la aplicación 
de la ley ha sido en varios casos 
excesiva como el del hijo de 
Irene Rodríguez, quien narró su 
propia experiencia. 

“Hace cuatro años y medio, 
mi hijo se metió en problemas y 
bajo la Ley de los “Three 
Strikes” fue sentenciado de 25 
años a de por vida por crímenes 
no violentos”.

Como representante de 
Families to Amend California 
Three Strikes (FACTS) en el 
norte de California, Rodríguez 
está a favor de la Proposición 
66, la cual enmendaría la ley de 
“los tres fallos” para que sola- 
mente crímenes serios y vio- 
lentos sean tomados en cuenta. 

“Desde que empezó la Ley, 
el racismo ha aumentado de par- 
te de los abogados del condado 
y de los jueces que condenan a 
personas aún sabiendo que son 
inocentes”, dijo Alberto Carri- 
llo, de la oficina de Relaciones 
Humanas del Condado de Santa 
Clara. 

Según las encuestas, una 
gran parte de la población de 
California está a favor de la 
Proposición 66.

Who shares your priorities?

On November 2, Election Day, 
we, the voters, will have to ask our- 
selves the following question: Who 
shares our priorities? 

By now you must have heard 
that this election is perhaps the most 
crucial in our lifetime. And it's true. 
What is at play now is nothing less 
than your health, that of your fam- 
ily and that of the entire country. 

First, we need to keep in mind 
that 60% of Latinos live close to a 
toxic site, where the likelihood of 
getting sick from respiratory ill- 
nesses or cancer increases. No other 
community pays such a high price 
for the polluters’ sins. 

Your decision will be a grave 
one, and in order to help you make 
an informed one, I offer you a sum- 
mary of President George Bush and 
Sen. John Kerry’s environmental 
health records. 

Let's start with the air we 
breathe. By weakening the laws that 
protect us all, President Bush lets 
power plants emit three times more 
mercury than what the current law 
allows. Also, he is undermining the 
laws that demand from power plants 
to install modern anti-pollution 
equipment if they opt for increasing 
production. This decision would 
exponentially increase deaths due to 
respiratory diseases and asthma at- 
tacks. 

Remember that the asthma epi- 
demic hits our children especially 
hard. Among Latino kids, the inci- 
dence of this disease is 22 times 
higher than among white kids and

Kerry has sponsored legislation 
that would cut emissiogs of mercury, 
carbon dioxide and a pollutants.

Bush 
has proposed a directive to allow a 
‘combination of treated and untreated 
sewage to be discharged into water- 
ways during storms. He has also left 
unprotected 20% of the country’s 
wetlands, the natural system that fil- 
ters and cleanses the water. And to 
top it all off, he has changed the laws 
so that mining companies can dump 
their waste into streams, lakes and 
rivers. 

Given how close millions of 
Latinos live to toxic sites, we are 
especially vulnerable to water con- 
tamination. In the country’s Super- 
fund sites there is an enormous risk 
for poisons of great toxicity to seep 
down and taint underground water. 

Kerry has repeatedly advocated 
for increased enforcement of clean 
water laws and voted to prevent the 
Bush administration from returning 
to a standard that would have al- 
lowed more arsenic in drinking wa- 
ter. Kerry also co-sponsored legis- 
lation that would have restored pro- 
tection to wetlands. 

But what millions of Latinos 
find really insulting is the destruc- 
tion of wilderness areas. A study

Money leaves 


no child behind

My colleague was happy about his 
son’s new school. The newly-released Cali- 
fornia test scores revealed it was the best 
school in his district. It was also the wealthi- 
est in the district. State test scores often are 
a reflection of money. The richer the school 
district, the higher the scores. Schools in 
poor districts are often labeled “bad,” forc- 
ing people with money in those areas to opt 
for private education. 

It’s an oversimplification to say that 
“good” schools are also those with the most 
money, yet the correlation is so strong that 
it should force people to look at the fund- 
ing mechanism and at least equalize re- 
sources. 

That does not happen. School funding 
in most states is tied to the price of local 
real estate. The more expensive the prop- 
erty, the more taxes are paid and schools 
benefit from their location. 

The gap in funding exists from state to 
state. In 2002 Mississippi spent an average 
of $4,000 a year on each student while New 
Jersey more than $9,000. 

But these averages don’t tell the whole 
picture. In New Jersey significant differ- 
ences exist between districts. The schools 
in Elizabeth spend 70 per cent more per 
student than the schools in Toms River. 

Gaps exist even in states such as Cali- 
fornia where much of the funding does not 
come from local real estate taxes. The pas- 
sage of Proposition 13 in 1978 reduced 
property taxes significantly and schools 
looked to the state government for fund- 
ing. 

The state delivered but not in an equal 
manner. Schools that received a lot of 
money under the system previous to Propo- 
sition 13 continue to receive significantly 
more. A small group of the California’s 986 
school districts receive more than $8,000 
per student per year while many others get 
just over $4,000 per student. Efforts to 
equalize funding have not succeeded. 

Is education all about how much 
money schools receive? Not totally, but 


most of it. 

Money means higher teacher's salaries 
which in turn attract the best educators. 
Where do you think the most inexperienced 
teachers are working? 

Money means school grounds and 
buildings are kept up and inevitably affect 
students’ learning. If a bucket is the means 
used to deal with a leaky roof, students will 
be negatively affected when they study. 

Money in schools also reflects the fi- 
nancial situation at home. One teacher in 
my daughter’s school required kids to buy 
supplies costing more than $80.00 for the 
beginning of the year. Parents spent the 
money. 

What about kids in poor schools? Don’t 
they need the same supplies? Do those 
teachers also require that expenditure or 
scrounge because they know parents may 
not have the money to buy supplies for their 
kids? 

The wealth of the home in the rich 
school districts inevitably affects student 
learning because it makes available more 
resources for “extras.” In tight economic 
times, schools often drop “frills” such as 
music, art, and foreign languages. 

That does not happen in rich school dis- 
tricts where PTAs conduct fundraising and 
fill in the schools’ coffers to keep impor- 
tant but endangered programs alive. 

In a poor district these supplementary 
private funds typically do not materialize 
because parental involvement is not very 
strong. 

Test scores tell you something about 
kids’ learning. But they tell you a lot more 
about the financial well being of their 
schools. Poor school districts should re- 
ceive more funding from government be- 
cause only in that way kids would be start- 
ing out with a somewhat level field. 

Here the federal government could 
help. Although education is a state or a lo- 
cal matter, Washington could assist by pro- 
viding funds to reduce and eventually elimi- 
nate disparities in funding between rich and 
poor districts. 

It would benefit not only the kids in 
the poor district but also those in the richer 
ones and realize the nice slogan “No child 
left behind.”

Tokio, (EFE) — Un fuerte

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Undocumented immigrants in Spain 
could be normalized 


Madrid (EFE) — Undocumented immigrants 
who can prove they have been in Spain for six 
months will be able to regularize their status if a 
business hires them for at least another six months, 
according to a new immigration law expected to 
go into effect in February. 

The government, labor unions and business 
owners reached an agreement Tuesday to pass the 
legislation, under which employers will have up to 
three months to take advantage of the program. 

The hospitality and construction industries will 
be allowed to present multiple contracts for an un- 
documented immigrant as long as they add up to 
six months of employment, while the agricultural 
sector will have to show proof of future employ- 
ment for just three months.

The measure, Castro said, is 
a response to U.S. “pressures” 
that seek to prevent Cuba from 
making deposits in foreign banks 
to meet its commercial obliga- 
tions. 

The CUC or “chavito,” as the 
convertible Cuban peso is popu- 
larly known, will become official 
currency as of Nov. 8. 

Its value will still be equiva- 
lent to that of the U.S. dollar, and 
it will circulate along with the 
regular Cuban peso; which is 
worth much less than a dollar. 

The Cuban peso (one dollar 
is presently worth 26 Cuban pe- 
SOs at a currency exchange office) 
is sull used in agricultural mar- 
kets and stores that deal in Cu- 
ban pesos, which have very little 
in stock and can hardly compete 
with establishments known as 
“choppies”, from the English 
word shopping, which accept 
only dollars. 

The decision “was to be ex- 
pected” a Cuban expert told add- 
ing that he was convinced the 
change would mostly affect daily 
consumption and have no effect 
on foreign trade or tourism. 

“Anyone who has dollars is 
going to exchange them,” the 
analyst noted, acknowledging 
that Cuba is undergoing a finan- 
cial crisis but insisting that “the 
measure was not taken for that 
reason, because the foreign cur- 
rency that’s going to surface isn’t 
going to solve the problem.” 

The announcement coin- 
cides with the problem of increas- 
ingly frequent blackouts that 
have made people very uncom- 
fortable just days after Castro 
tripped and fell and a week be- 
fore the U.S. elections. 

The ban on the dollar will 
mostly affect thousands of Cu- 
bans who receive remittances 


.from relatives in the United 


States and who. after Nov. 8, will 
be charged 10 percent to ex- 
change dollars into convertible 
Cuban pesos. 

The 10 percent will not be 
applied to exchanges of euros, 
British pounds, Swiss francs or 
Canadian dollars. 

Tuesday morning, hundreds 
of people waited in long lines at 
banks and currency exchange of- 
fices to obtain convertible pesos 
even though their exchange is not 
authorized until Oct. 28. 

Many also rushed to pick up

Rigodoux, who receives money 
from her son in Miami and fears 
“we'll have to content ourselves 
with what they send us.” 

“I don’t know what to do. 
I’m confused because 10 percent 
is a lot of money. We're stuck, 
like a hotdog between two pieces 


of bread,” said Migdalia Perez, 


who also receives money from 
Miami. 

Neither foreign business 
people, diplomats or even bank 
managers know for sure what the 
measure’s repercussions will be. 

“They called us to the Cen- 
tral Bank yesterday to attend a 
seminar on the new measures, but 
it took us by surprise.” the branch 
manager of a Cuban bank who 
spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity. 

“They explained some 
things, but were compiling a list 
of questions from clients for the 
Central Bank to answer”, he 
added. 


The foreign business people 
expressed confidence in continu- 
ing to do business without signifi- 
cant changes, even though many 
gaps exist. 

“We don’t know how we're 
going to operate, but we have a 
meeting with Central Bank offi- 
cials and hope they can clear it 
up”, a Spanish businessman said. 

The 10-percent conversion 
fee could affect tourism, espe- 
cially from Latin America, ac- 
cording to a representative of the 
Spanish travel industry. 

“The meaning of the mea- 
sure isn’t clear. If they need for- 
eign currency, we can expect new 
Measures soon and a severe cri- 
sis”, a European diplomat said. 

“It’s a way to get more for- 
eign currency (into government 
hands) and become involved in 
the final stages of the U.S. elec- 
tion campaign”, another western 
diplomat said, dismissing the 
possibility of serious short-term 
consequences for the people.s=
